Silvius /ets out with his Friend Wilful in 
queſt of a Paſſage to Liſbon, and engages 
with an unexpected Character at lle 
Koat Fachange. | 


F TE R this ſore Diſappointment, as a- 
bove, and his Mind ſtill continuing inva- 
riably fixed to reach Liſbon with the very firſt 
Opportunity, Silvius ſet all his Friends and Ac- 
quaintance to work, to enquire him out ſome 
advantageous Paſſage; for, as for Money, he had 
but little, conſidering he was bound for a ſtrange 
Country ; and in caſe he ſhould meet with a 
Diſappointment in that ſingle Point he had in 
view, he could be in no manner of Hope or 
Proſpect of gaining any. It was therefore his 
undoubted Buſincſs to make the very moſt of

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that little which he already had: And to that 
end he went every Day to the Ryyal-Z xchange, 
and to the Portugal and other Coffee-houſes, to 
enquire after a Ship; but he could hear of no-

have not been long in Town. And obſerving

| were I to attempt deſcribing, your modeſt good 


Senſe might perhaps deem Flattery in me. I

He left his Son Executor, and ſole Heir to all 
his great Poſſeſſions; ſaving only his Jewels, 
which he bequeathed to his dear Daughter, and 
who indeed had been in Poſſeſſion of them ſome 
Years before, with ſome other Valuables, which 
were particularly ſpecified in his Will. And a

4 But the vaſt Wealth he now found himſelf Maſter 
of, did not in the leaſt abate his immoderate 
$ Thirſt of Avarice ; but rathor contributed moſt 
creadfully to encreaſe it: And the Thoughts of 
| parting with fifty Thouſand Pounds to his worthy 
# Siſter (though her lawful Right) out of this im- 
menſe Treaſure, were like fifty Thouſand Dag- 


gers in his avaricious Heart; and were ſufficient 


to create as many Endeavours in him to evade 
the Payment of it. For this covetous and un- 
ſatisfied Deſire, joined with the natural Barba- 
rtity of his Temper, inſtantly ſet the Wind- mill 


of his Brain to work, and produced in his can- 
kered Mind, one of the moſt inhuman Schemes 
that ever was attempted by Mankind. And 


which was as follows:

Guide to Salvation) da Fuſlice, love Mercy, and 
walk humbly with thy God. And, that Chriſt 
did not intend either to deftroy this Law, or to 
alter this Law, « or to make any Addition what- 
ever. thereto, appears very plainly by his Anſwer 
to the Lawyer, when he demanded. of him, 
what he Jhould do to be ſaved.

ſelves about.) My. replied our Saviour, wwhat 
is written in the Law? How reade % thou», 
That thou ſhalt ſerve the Lord thy God (an- 
ſwered the Scribe) with all thy Heart, and with 
all thy Soul, and with all thy Mind, and with 
all thy Strength, and love thy Neighbour as thy- 
ſelf.— YB haſt anſwered right, replied Chriſt, 
do that, and thou ſhalt live. —Now Sir, ſaid 871. 
vius to the Prieſt, here was no holy Water, 
no extreme Unction; no Penance mentioned; 

no Faſting, no Injunction to curſe, to condemn, | 
nor to perſecute our poor Fellow-Creatures, who 

have done us no Injury. But on the contrary, 
tells us, that, it 7s not that which goes into the 
Mouth that defiles the Man, but that which comes

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out of it. And, fays he, a new Commandment 
I give unto you, that you love one another. Which 
in Fact, Sir, is no more than what is commanded 
in the Former Law, as above: Aud love thy 
Neighbour as thyſelf. Now Sir, continued $:/- 
vius, can you love me as yourſelf, and at the 
ſame Time, ſay, and think, and affirm to the

And if I do Juſtice to the reſt of Mankind; and 


dedicate my unfeigned Prayers, and Supplica- 


tions to the high Throne of Heaven; though I 
ſhould be a Quaker, or a Baptiſt, or a Jew, or 
a Turk, or a Perſian, or an Indian, muſt I be 
gamned for not being a Roman? If fo, how 
did Cbriſt die for the whole World? And if not 
fo, why then I may as well be ſaved out of 
the Pale of that Church, as in it. And to con- 
firm our Hopes in the latter, we have this fur- 
ther Authority, A Remnant of all ball be ſaved. 
Now theſe Things, Sir, I was uſed to ima- 


gine, could not accord with what I have been 


informed is the Doctrine of the Romiſh Faith, 
and perhaps they have gone a good Way towards 


my continuing a Proteſtant. But however, Sir, 
I do not pretend, by advancing theſe Things to

therto aſſiſted to ſupport my Faith. But you

CHAP. IT. 


Silvigs's S Moſter and Lady, &c. 2 ſoil 
for Liſbon, with an Account of what 
paſs'd in their Voyage until they arrived 

within Sight of the Portugueze Shore. 


HE Knight having now form'd his whole 

Plan of Operation, and got every ching 
Ve of for his intended Voyage; he appear d to 
every Body, but eſpecially his Siſter, a a quite 
different kind of Man than he had ever before 
been. He was pleaſant, affable, good-natur'd, 
and in ſnort perfectly agreeable in every Reſpect. 
But alas! this was but mere Outſide! a Mafk of 
Diſſimulation to hide his more black Intent. 
The many pretty amuſing Tales of the vaſt Va- 
riety of ſweet and rural Pleaſures which he pro- | 
miſed to take with his Siſter Roſetta in that plca- 
ſant and healthful Country, ſoon ſoften'd her 
© Grief for the Loſs of her Father; ; and gain'd 
her willing Conſent to accompany him thither: 
Little ſuſpecting what was ſecretly defign'd by 
him for her. 'To be brief, the Time of Con- 


veniency 
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venĩency being now preſent, and all Things 
ready for their Voyage, he hired a commadious 
Veſſel, purpoſely for their Paſſage; and out of 
Pretence that he would be more than ordinarily 
uſeful to them in conſtruing the Portugueſe Lan- 
guage, and inſtructing them in the Cuſtoms, 
Manners, and other Particulars of that Coun- 
try, he told her, that he had likewiſe prevail'd 
with Father Benedict to ſhare this pleaſant 
Voyage with them. But howſoever ſerviceable 
and agreeable he might appear to be in this 
Adventure, as being formerly a Prieſt in that 
Country, as well as a fine Scholar, and an 
agreeable Gentleman when he pleaſed to put it 
on; he ſeem'd yet to Sir CHiſtopher, a more 
capable and promiſing Inſtrument towards faci- 
litating his wicked Deſign on the innocent Ro- 
ſetta, than. any other he could poſhbly Vow to 
make of him. 

Never, perhaps, was a parting of two F cies 
more grievous to each other, than that which 
now was between Silvius and his Friend Wil. 
ful : And had not the pleaſing Hope of ſeeing 
a ſweet ! charming! and lovely Lady, who had 
chiefly engroſs'd the Affections of his whole 
Soul '! ſupported his heavy Thoughts with a 
molt precious Reward in. View; it is more than 
- probable, that Silvius would not have thought 

. I& * his while to have left his Friend and na-

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tive Country i in Purſuit of ſuch a Voyage. Eſpe- 
cially, as he was not very highly enamour'd 
with the Family he was now incorporated with, 
For the Priz/?'s Behaviour about his late cloudy 
Viſion had created in him but a very indifferent 
Opinion of his Honeſty and Deſign. And the 
Expectation and Hope of ſeeing him ſoon again, 
happily crown'd with all his Heart deſired, con- 
tributed as much to lull the Grief of his ſin- 
cere Friend Vi zul; who impatiently was left 
behind him to wait an Account of hearing ſoon 


the Succeſs of this his am'rous Voyage. And 


who was appointed to act hereafter, as Siluius's 
chief Agent in England; in caſe any thing 
ſhould happen that might require ſuch Aſſiſtance, 
although they had agreed he ſhould return home, | 
as ſoon as Silvius had ſet fail. And where we 
ſhall now leave him, to his proper Province, 
and return to our Adventurers, | 

The Hour of their Departure being come, 
they weigh'd Anchor at Portſmouth (where the 
Ship was fent round to wait their coming, in 
Readineſs) and with a fair Wind, and a plea- 
ſant ſteady Gale at North, they ſhot thro” the 
Needles in a very few Hours. 

Roſetta had one Footman and two Maid Ser- 
vants to attend her ; and her Brother, Sir Chrifli- 
pber, had four in Livery, a Man-Cook, and our 
honeſt Silvinsas his Steward, But one of theſe was 


ap- 
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appointed ſolely to attend on Father Benedicr. 
This was their whole and indeed ſuffcient Train 
of Attendance. | 
But the fair and lovely Reſetta had not been 
uſed to ſuch an ungrateful way of Travelling 
as this ſoon diſcover d itſelf to be to her: The 
smell and the Motion of the Ship ſoon robb'd 
her of the blooming and native Roſes of her 
Cheeks; and the Tevulſed Blood began to 
tremble in her languid Veins. Cold Sweats ! 
and violent Reachings ſoon poſſeſsd her; and a 
heavy, helpleſs Sickneſs ſtrait took place, and 
diſabled all her Faculties. The Captain of the 
Veſſel, who was a young ſmart and agreeable Per- 
ſon, felt ſomething more than a common Concern 
for the fair Roſetta's Diſorder ; and notwith- 
ſtanding theſe ſick Qualms are even natural to 
moſt People, whea they firſt venture to Sea, yet | 
when he beheld her innocent and complaining. 
Eyes lift up, with ſuch unſpeakable, though 
diſtreſsful Sweetneſs, he found himſelf more 
than uſually moved to attempt her ſome Relief. 
The ready Aſſiduity of his Behaviour had a very 
great Effect on the grateful, though helpleſs 
Roſetta ; And her Obſervations of his good Na- 
ture towards her, were always accompanied 
with Thoughts and Reſolutions to his Advan- 
tage, But whether it was by the Captain's par- | 
ticular Adminiſtration, or by any natural [Turn , 


ar 
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of the Sickneſs, affiſted by her happy Conſtitu- 
tion and State of her Blood, we cannot pre- 
tend to ſay, but ſo it was, that after about 
thirty Hours IIIneſs, ſhe began to reſume her 
uſual Chearfulneſs, and to be very merry; in- 
ſomuch, that ſhe very pleaſantly rally'd her own 
ſo late Incapacity. And began to adminiſter 
ſome perſonal Aſſiſtance to her Maids, who 
were ſtill much worſe than ſhe had been at 
all. And Silvius was yet as bad as any of 
them; The Knight was alſo in the ſame help- 
leſs Condition, and continued in the fame Man- 
ner till he was eaſed of the lofty Toſſes which 
were fo plentifully beſtowed them by the reſt- 


leſs Biſcaian- Bay. And which, conſequently, 


render'd the good Captain's ready Service much 
more valuable to them all. But eſpecially to 
Roſetta ; becauſe there was none of her own 
Servants that were capable to aſſiſt her, 
But ſhe being now pretty well recovered, her 
Time ,was afterwards very tollerably amuſed» 
both by their Obſervation and Converſe of 
what new Matter preſented itſelf to them in 
the Courſe of the remaining Part of their Paſ- 
ſage. Sometimes they were furrounded by a 
Shoal of wanton Porpoiſes, that ſeem'd to 
ſport and play about their Veſſel, as though 


they intended purely to divert them. By and 


10 their Remarks turn'd on their little Bark's 
climb-

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climbing ſo wonderfully o'er the vaſt Ridges of 
the mountainous Waves, which form'd ſuch per- 
petuai and amazing Proſpects of over-rowling 
Hills and Vales, - as could ſcarcely meet Be- 
lief from any who had never been at Sea. The 
wide Extenſe of Sea and Air, being all the pre- 
ſent Proſpect that their Eyes could poſſibly en- 
counter with, out of their little Veſſel, their 
Thoughts and conſtant Deſires were naturally 
pointing towards their bound-for Port; and 
conſequently took up in Turn, a Part of their 
Converſation.

Never, ſure, did the mortal Head of Man 
before, contain itſelf from downright Madneſs, 
and furniſh forth proportionable Workings to 
the vaſt agitated Motion of his fermenting | 
Blood and Spirits. Every Atom of his whirling © 
Brain produced an Action of its own. And 
every Particle of his ſwift flowing Blood, 
maintain'd an equal Motion. Mr. Je him- 
ſelf, would, perhaps, have been hardly put to 
it, to have defined in a Twelvemonth's Time, 
the many different and ſucceſſive Ideas of but 
only ten Minutes of his preſent Production.

various Plans and Schemes, Providence muſt 
have a Share, and that the commanding one 
too, in all their future Proceedings. The 
twenty-firſt of September, Old Stile, had now 
uſher'd in the Day, with all the Glories of the

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ſented itſelf along - ſide them, to their genera]

his own Order, to be got ready for the Reccp- 
tion of Roſetta, as we ſhall by and by lee, 
Poor impatient Silvius ſolicited very hard for 
the Favour of going on ſhore along with them.

But being now in the great Cabin by himſelf, 

routing about amongſt their Things, to paſs 
away the Time in ſome Employment that he 
thought would beſt beguile the lazy Minutes, 


he at length happen'd to pick up a Letter directed

Here the Captain immediately attended her, 
and taking the above Letter from his Pocket, 


he _ the whole Affair to her thus :—I

Madam, replied the Captain, and ſo he would, 
if he knew your Story; but as this would be a 
Work of Time, it cannot with any Safety be 
undertaken, or truſted to. For as ſure as you 
now live, the Clergy have got their Spies out al- 
ready; and I doubt not but that in a very ſhort 
Time we ſhall have Numbers to congratulate - 
your ſafe Arrival amongſt them. O Heavens 
anſwered Roſetta, I ſhall ſwoon at the very 
Sight of them !

i and by this Time, not a Sailor in his Ship but

But alack-a-day ! We are but like a Tennis-

Robbery, and Breach of Truſt : So that it was 


a complicated Crime of ſo high and black a Na- 
ture, that no Law nor Lenity could pardon. 
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All this the weak Knight moſt faithfully be- 


lieved ; fo that he now thought it was only to 
overtake thoſe Deſerters, and his Revenge would 
meet with but very little Difficulties. And now- 
he ſeemed to have accompliſhed the greateſt 


Part of his Deſire; for Captain Oldnall, Com- 


mander of the Lovely, had not been returned to. 
his Ship above half an Hour, before he ſaw the 


other. Veſſel which had ſo ſwiftly chaſed them 


coming into Port after him : And which, in a. 
very ſmall Time, came to an Anchor, almoſt 
cloſe by him : When the Boat was immediately 
hoiſted out, and the enraged Knight, with three 


or four ruffet Fryars, who had bore him Com- 
pany, came on-board the Lovely; and being 


full fraught with Vengeance, Malice, and Paſſion, 
demanded in the moſt. tremendous Tone, he 


poſſibly could exert, where was his Siſter Roſetta? 


The Captain, to let him ſee that he was not afraid 
of them, anſwered him, with ſimpathizing Voice, 
that ſhe was on Shore! and bid him ſeek her there, 


if he wanted her. — But this Anſwer would not 


ſatisfy him; whereupon, he run down into the 


Cabin, and finding Silvius there, with the Cook 
and: two of the Livery Servants, he began to feaſt 
his Revenge by falling firſt on poor Silvius's 
Carcaſs with his ready Cane. Crying out in a 
kind of joyful Paſſion at the Sight. of him.— 


O, damn you, Sir! What! are you here, you 
| | | treacherous. 
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treacherous Scoundrel ? I will reward you ac- 


' cording to your Merit, however. But the Knight 
was a little miſtaken in his Man; for Silvius, 
after receiving the firſt Blow from him, catched 
hold of a Sword that hung upon the Wainſcot, 
and ſwore a great Oath, which he very ſeldom 
did, that if he affailed him once more, he would 
uſe him like the inhuman Villain that he was. 
Here, the Fryars, who came with the Knight, 
interpoſed ; who after he had made what Search he 
thought proper after his Siſter Roſetta, he went 
again with his dark Train into his Boat; threaten- 
ing the Captain with the moſt dreadful Effects of 
his eager Wrath and Revenge, And indeed he 
had but too much Power and Succeſs ; for in a 
little more than an Hour after, the Captain 
and his Veſel were both put under an Arreſt, with 
Silvius and all his Fellow-Servants ; who were 
every Man of them carried immediately to Priſon. 
This was occaſioned by the Knight's Applica- 
tion to the Governor of the Port.

As the Completion 
of ſuch a ruinous Work as this could not be 
long about, when furniſhed by ſuch willing Hands, 
all this was effectually performed before the poor 
Lady had heard the leaſt Syllable about it. One 


Accident, indeed, which prevented not this Mis- 


fortune, was that of the Engliſb Conſul's being 


not at home, when Roſetta was at firſt conveyed 


and leſt there by Captain Oldnall. So that ſhe 
was then introduced to the Conſul's Lady; to 
whom ſhe told her whole hard Story. When the 
Conſul came in, his Spouſe informed him of this 
ſtrange and cruel Aﬀair in ſo moving a Manner, 
that it even drew Tears from his Eyes: And he 


aſſured Roſetta of his utmoſt F riendſhip and Aſ-

The Malice of the Knight prevails more Her- 


tunate yet, for he accidentally ſurpriſes 
his Siſter, and carries her again on-board 
of his Portugueſe Veſſel; he weighs An- 
chor with her for Liſbon.

| pettedly, and to their no ſmall Surpriſe, 
another Accident preſents RY: 


HIS worthy Gentleman, the Conſul; bid 
Roſetta make his Houſe her own ; and 
immediately appointed her an Appartment to her- 
ſelf, and another for her Maids, till her Affairs 
ſhould be ſettled to her Mind. And after Dinner 


was over, ſhe mightily defired to ſpeak with the 


Captain; extolling his Generoſity, Conduct, 
good Senſe, and Behaviour, to the Conſul, above 


all Things. Nor did ſhe forget poor Silvius, and 


thoſe other Servants which ſhe had left behind 
her on-board. So that a Servant was now diſ- 


patched by the Conſul to carry an Invitation to 


the Captain to come and drink Tea with them, 
not knowing of what had happened. And Ro- 
* fetta, with the Conſul's Daughter, a fine young 
Lady of about fifteen or. ſixteen Years of Age, 
were now going towards the Beach to take a View 
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of the Port, the Shipping,:'&c. When they were 
moſt ſuddenly and unexpectedly ſurpriſed, by her 
inhuman Brother, Sir Chriſtopher. Who having 


been ſome Time in ſtrict Search of her, and juſt 


then turning the Corner of the Street, he bolted 
accidentally upon them, .and with a Volly of 
dreadful and horrid Expreſſions, inſtantly ſeized 
her by the Arm.

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Encouragement in their guilty Thoughts. And 
ſo we may ſuppoſe it to be at this Juncture with 
the abandoned Sir Chriſtopher; who now thinking 
himſelf ſecure of his Revenge, had given a Looſe 
to the native Violence and Barbarity of his Tem- 
per, and was upbraiding, threatening, and abu- 
ſing his poor injured and helpleſs Siſter in a moſt 
ſhameful and cruel] Manner, when a large Can- 
_non-Ball from a Fort on the Shore made a loud 
Plunge into the Water, at about thirty Yards 
a-head of them. This rapid Preſent was plainly 
perceived by the Captain of the Veſſel (as well 
as by moſt of the Crew) who ran immediately 
into the State-Room to acquaint the enraged 
Knight therewith. And who received the News 
like the Sentence of Death. His turgid Cheeks, 
which before were quite ſwoln up, and ctimſoned 
over with Paſſion, were now turned pale, and 
ſhrunk again in an Inſtant. Nay, even to his 
very Lips: And his fluent Tongue, which the 
Moment before could ſwear and rave fo readily 
at a poor innocent Lady who could no wiſe reſiſt 
him; now began to faulter, and to ſtammer out 
half Words without either Meaning or Intelli- 
gence. The true and common Production of 
Ignorance, Guilt, and Fear. But if his pro- 
duced ſo great and ſudden an Effect in him, 
how much was it increaſed in two Minutes 
8 ; | more 
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more, when a ſecond of theſe blunt 'ill-man- 
ner'd-Balls ! (a ſufficient and ſpeedy Regard hav- 
ing not been paid to the Buſineſs and Notice of 
the firſt) made bold to carry away a Top-Maſt 
along with it? Which made the frighted Cap- 
tain endeavour to prevent a third of thoſe Meſ- 
ſengers, which perhaps might have been more 
rude and miſchievous with them than the laſt, 
by inſtantly clapping the Helm a-lee, and put- 
ting her about for her late anchored Birth. And 
to which Place ſhe was not yet arrived, before ſhe 
was ſurrounded with a great Number of Boats 


and Officers: Some of whom demanded the 


Knight; others took Care of his Siſter Ro- 
ſetta; and the reſt took Poſſeſſion of the Veſſel. 
And who were alſo charged with the Care of the 
Captain of her, and all the reſt on-board, Men 


and Goods. | 


The Knight and his Sifler whoſe Views and 
Defires were exactly oppoſite, doubtleſs at this 
Incident felt inward Emotions accordingly ; the 
ſame Accident which filled his Boſom with Pain 
and ſhameful Apprehenſions, charged the lovely 


 Roſettg's with Joy, Hope, and innocent Expecta- 


tions of better Fortune. All which might be 
evidently ſeen, in the different Appearance of 
their very Eyes and Looks : And eſpecially when 


they were brought before the Governor and Conſul. 


Both of whom received the Lady with all the 
Vol. II.

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Reſpect and Honour which her Birth, her Vir- 
tues, and her preſent Cauſe deſerved.. The firſt 
Queſtion, that the Governor now. aſked was, if 
that Viper Benedict was taken into Cuſtody ? 
But being anſwered that he was left behind at 
Liſbon, he ns the gloomy Knight thus: 


CH AP. VII. 


Shewing the Fuſtice and Fudgment of the 
Governor in his ſubſequent Proceedings. 


AM not more ſurprized, Sir, at the falſe 
Story which you before deceived me with, 
ſaid the Governor to the Baronet, than I am at 
the unnatural Covetouſneſs and Barbarity of 


your Temper. How could you give way to 


ſuch helliſh Thoughts as the total Loſs, and 


criminal Diſpoſal of your only Sifter, for the

never expect to want? But I ſhall not aggravate 
your Shame and Confuſion which I ſee you fo 
manifeſtly poſſeſſed of, by a further Expatiation 
of your Guilt. Here is ſuch a full, clear, and 
perfect Teſtimony of it, in my Hand, that were 


you capable of Reflexion, were enough to ſtrike 


you dead to behold it. 

Here he read the Friar's Letter to him, very 
E IF in Engliſh; which being an In- 
ſtrument 
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ſtrument of very ſufficient Witneſs againſt him, 
and what he did not in the leaſt expect, it ſtruck 
him with inexpreſſible Surprize and Horror; ſo 


that he remained quite mute, with his Eyes 


fixed louring on the Floor. Then the Go- 
vernor, turning to Roſetta, demanded of her 
what ſhe required of him to do, that might make 
her eaſy and fatished. To which ſhe replied. 
I am, my Lord, by my Father's Vill, entitled 
to fifty thouſand Pounds, beſides Plate, Jewels, 
and other Things, ſome of which I have here 


with me, and others that I have left in my Bro- 


ther's Houſe in England: But as he is account- 
able to me for all that Money; and ſince theſe 
Effects have already tempted him to proceed in 
ſo unnatural, . and fo ungenerous a Manner, 


againſt my leaſt Knowledge or Conſent, I would 


willingly, methinks, diveſt him of that Evil and 
moſt powerful Means, which hath already be- 
trayed him to ſo much Sin and Weakneſs, leſt 
it ſhould again prevail to the working of a ſecond 
Attempt.—Here the Governor aſked the Knight 
what Objection he could make to his Siſter's juſt 


Requeſt. To which he anſwered, that her For- 


tune was not yet due; and therefore he appre- 


hended that he might be liable to pay it all over 


again. Then the Conſul demanded of Roſetta 
how long it would be before the Time would 
os wherein. ſhe might oblige him to the 
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Payment of it? When ſhe anſwered, not quite 
two Months. 

O, then, ſaid the Conſul, turning to her Bro- 
ther, you imagine, Sir, I ſuppoſe, that your 
Siſter is as wicked and unnatural as yourſelf, 
But however, if the Governor will deliver you 
into my Cuſtody, I will take Cognizance of you 
myſelf till that Time comes, and anſwer the 
Detainer to the Laws of my Country, when- 
ever I ſhall be called upon for ſo doing.

When the Knight found himſelf thus ham- 
pered, and that he was got into the honeſt 
Hands of thoſe who had more Power and Hu- 
manity than himſelf, he conſented to ratify every 
thing they ſhould require of him, and which 
was this: That he ſhould immediately deliver 
to Roſetta all her Effects which he had taken 


out 
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out of the Ship Lovely : That he ſhould ſupply

Ship with her, might all be left to their own 


free Choice, whether they would return with 
her, or continue in the Service of her Brother. 


And, laſtly, that he ſhould ſatisfy, or give ſuf- 


ficient Security thereof to Captain Oldnall, for 
all the Expence of that wicked Voyage, and for 


what Damage he had ſuſtained by the Ship's 
being ſeized and rifled. 

All this being done, Roſetta would now have 
made the worthy Governor and Conſul each a 
Preſent for their Juſtice, Trouble, and Care ; 
but they very genteely and generouſly excuſed 
themſelves from the Acceptation. However, 
Roſetta inſiſted upon their Ladies each accepting 
of a Diamond Ring; and ſhe alſo gave a very 
handſome one to the Conſul's Daughter, who was 
the .

"HEN every thing was ſettled as Was 
before agreed upon, and the Day now 
come for Roſetta's Departure, Captain Oldnall 
made as genteel an Entertainment on board the 
Lovely, as the Place could poſſibly admit of. 
And when the Governor, the Conſul, and the 
(now reconciled) Knight came to dine, and take 
their Leave of the fair Roſetta; but before the 
Gueſts came on board, there being but very 
jittle Wind, the Captain had weighed her An- 
chor, and laid her Sails aback till after Dinner, 
to prevent all the Noiſe and Buſtle he could, 
from incommoding of the Company: But the 
T ide ſerving about three o'Clock, they imme- 
diately: 
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diately got under Sail, and the Wind anſwering 
their Purpoſe, the Governor ordering his Sloop 
to attend them, they all bore them Company 
about three Leagues. When they very politely 
took their Leaves both of Roſetta and the Cap- 


tain :| And then went on the Sloop, for 
their Return, 


But when the tender and fair Reſatta was tak- | 


ing her parting Leave of this b arous Brother, 
who thus had ſought to wrong her, the ready 
Forgiveneſs of her eaſy Sex and Nature got fo 
far the Aſcendance over all Reſentment, that 
ſhe fell into a moſt pitious Flood of moving

Truths, how ſhall we account for Numbers of 
the moſt ridiculous ! raſh ! and unwarrantable 
Actions by Men of the greateſt Capacities? And 
this of our inconſiderate Silvius's may very well 
be reckoned one amongſt the reſt. And the 
Event will perhaps. plainly ſhew it too. For 
who, that was not ſteered by an irreſiſtible Fate, 
and could have acted by the Dictates of his own - 
ſolid Reaſon, would have purſued ſuch a ha- 


zardous and diſintereſted View, as that which 
he had now before him; to quit ſuch an ad- 


vantageous Proſpe& as he had before in Poſ- 
ſeſſion, and to leave his great Truft and 


Charge to the future Peril of almoſt a certain 


Lofs and Cenſure (as well as ſacrificing all Hopes 


of Reward for his paſt Inconveniences) was an 


Action that no Reaſon can well account for. 


That it was his conſtant, impatient, and un- 


bounded Love for his dear Angelica, we will 
| readily 
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readily allow ; but ſure his Wits muſt be diſtem- 
pered, that could not truſt to the Indulgence of 
Providence for a few Months longer, when he 
had ſo fair a View of improving his preſent nar- 
row Circumſtances. But, Humanum ft errare, 
and ſo we muſt excuſe him. 

It was almoſt dark before Silvius was Landed ;

to make a ſhort Viſit, to the Lady Mortbhy, in 
Merceſtenſbire: Becauſe, when he ſhould arrive 


at London, where he was obliged to go firſt, his 


own Affairs, which now lay there in a moſt un- 
ſettled and wretched Condition (occaſioned. par- 
ticularly by his leaving the Lovely ſo ſuddenly) 
demanded both his immediate Preſence and Aſ- 
ſiſtance, e er he could poſſibly follow her.

Silvius viſits all the remarkable Places in, 
and near Liſbon ; and in his Travels be 
ic encounter'd with vaſt Numbers of Peni- 
tents, under the Diſcipline of Public- Pe- 
mance ; which are here deſcribed : With 
ſome ſhort Comments thereupon, by Silvius 
and his Guide.

After which, his Companion 
got him the Sight of that very Chapel wherein his 
young Lady was to have celebrated that divine 
Sacrament of Marriage with her heavenly Sa- 
viour, if his buſy Stars had not directed him 
to pick up that friendly Epiſtle of the good 
Friar's ; which intirely changed her Deſtiny.

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After Mr. Simſon had ſhew'd him this Con- 
vent, and the ChapeT! belonging to ĩt; he carried 
him to ſee the Tomb of Queen Catherine, who 


Was Wife to Charles the Second, King of Eng- 


land, whe re ſhe ſtill ſeems to lie in State ; the 
Place being lined with black Cloth, and deep 
Mourners at her Head and F ect, with large 
Wax Tapers continually burning, and in which 
Faſhion ſhe has there 3 ever ſince 
that time. Here, Silvius made many ſevere Re- 
marks on their obſequious Superſtition. But 
if thoſe could any wiſe alarm his Reaſon, he 
ſeem'd much more moved at the vaſt Number of 


Penitents, which he both met and overtook in 


this ſhort Journey from. Liſbon to Bell-Iſie, 


and back again. He thought at firſt, that he 


was either got into a Country fill'd with En- 
chantments, or. otherwiſe the moſt miſerable 
Lunaticks. For he could never imagine, as he 
afterwards ſaid, that this kind of ſuperſtitious 
and credulous Folly could be thought by any 


Man, in his Senſes, to cleanſe his Soul of any 


Crime committed. And that to believe it only, 


could be little ſhort of Blaſphemy ; becauſe it 


was ſuppoſing the Almighty a weak and trifling 
Being, to be pleaſed, ſatisfied, or appeaſed, 
after the leaſt Atrocity, with ſuch ridiculous and 
incoherent Stupidity., Some were barefoot, 
and barelegg d; dragging at their Heels a maſt 


ponderous 
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ponderous Chain, which rattled at full Length 
along the Ground, and was faſten'd at one End 
to their poor Ancles, which were terribly cut 
and bruiſed with their Weight. Some dragg'd 
them double, by means of the Extremities of 
thoſe Links being ty'd to both Leggs. Some 
were barefoot, without Links, and ſome had 
ſhort ones, and ſome had long ones ; ſome had 

Shoes, and ſome had none; and many of the 
latter, who had heavy Chains to pull after them, 
left the crimſon Marks of their Footſteps behind 
them: Which bloody Tokens were to carry 
with them the total Eradication of thoſe Sins 
which had cauſed this painful Impoſition. Be- 
ſides the bitter Pains and Labour of this 
Journey, which was longer or ſhorter, as their 
Confeſſor had been pleaſed to appoint it, they 
were alſo enjoined to' kneel down every fo 


many Paces (dirty or clean, rough or ſmooth, . 


the worſe was the Way, the more Sport to 
the Prieſthood) - and here they were to go over 
ſo many Ave-Maries, and ſo many Pater-

their Hands, a Crucifix; which they were not 
worthy, nor allowed to touch until they had 
purify'd themſelves with this dirty, ſweaty, 
bloody, and moſt ſtinking Walk, Some he 
met, who were flogging themſelves with knotted 
Cords, according to order, till they had ſuf- 
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ficiently bruiſed their Fleſh, to ſoften their Sins. 


But as they were all diſguis'd and veil'd, it was 


impoſlible to imagine who they were; or even, 
with any Certainty, to gueſs at their Sex ; 
and this being a Sacramental-Office, no Perſon 
whatſoever dared to interrupt or affront them 
in any Senſe. 

Bleſs me! cry'd Silvius, we arraign the Un- 
derſtanding of a Papiſt in England, for only be- 
ing a Papiſt; but ſurely a Papiſt, who was ne- 
ver out of England, knows not what it is to be 


A Papi/? any where elſe. And which I do ſup- 


poſe is owing to the ſevere Curb that our judi- 
cious Laws have put upon their tyrannical and in- 
human Prieſts. You are right, Sir, return'd Mr. 
Simſon, and it is that very Check upon their Power 
which makes them labour fo indefatigably and ſe- 


cretly againſt the Reform'd; in pure Revenge for 


their having happily pull'd thoſe large and 8 22 
ing Feathers out of their tow'ring and aſpiring 
Wings; which here you ſee, have quite o'er- 
topt all temporal Authority. For I can aſſure 
you, the King himſelf, dare do no otherwiſe 
than what- the Clergy may readily approve of. 
And pray, Sir, continued Mr. Simſan, how 
many do you think may be in holy Orders, in 
and about this very City of Liſbon, excluſive of 
Novices? You ſce it is not a very large Place, 


compared to the City of London. hy, Sir,

return'd Silvius, perhaps two or three hundred. 
Ay, Sir, anſwer'd his Friend, fifteen hundred, 
and of the beſt-fed Fellows in tkis Kingdom.

And who, upon an occaſion know the ſe- 
cret Uſe of Poiſon, and all other Rogues Tricks, 
as well as any human Brutes in the known World.

— No, Sir, reply'd Mr. Simſon, 1 


believe it cannot be properly ſaid, to be with- 
in the Convent; but it was either in it, or at 


it, or about it, or all of it together I don't know 


how; but it was a merry kind of an Affalr, and 


was reported thus :

Wherein Mr. Simſon begins a very enter- 
taining Hiſtory, which hath ſome ſmall 
Analogy with the Story of Roſetta. 


N Engliſb young Lady of a very good Fa- 

mily (a Roman Catholic you may be 

ſure) ſaid Mr. Simſon, who was both hand- 
ſome and agreeable, was at the Age of about 
fixteen Years privately courted by a young 
Sea Officer in the King's Service. The young 
Lady, whoſe Name was Louiſa, was fairly 
caught by his agrecable and artful Perſon and 
Addreſs, inſomuch that ſhe not only promiſed him 
Marriage, but abſolutely determined within her 
own Mind, that, let the Conſequence be what 
it would, ſhe never would eſpouſe any other 
Man ſo long as ſhe lived.

Simſon : he might refolve what he would; ſhe 


was as reſolute to the contrary, as he could poſ- 
1 ſibly 
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ſibly be; in ſhort, they each of them ſtrove 
with emulating Contradiction, which ſhould 
gain their Point, but neither of them could pre- 
vail; nor on any account would either of them 
yield their Cauſe. At length, the Father being 
quite weary of demonſtrating, of entreating, of 
commanding, of threatening, of uſing every 
Method he had in his Power, to no purpoſe ;

red her moſt affectionate Duty and Love to them, 
and that he would pleaſe to acquaint them that 
ſhe was greatly grieved for their Ill-State of 
Health; and would never ceaſe her Prayers to 
Heaven for their continual Happineſs, both here 
and hereafter. And then having made ſome lit- 
tle Apology for the Trouble ſhe now gave him, 
ſhe took a very reſerv'd Leave of ham, and then 
retired, 


This ſhort Interview was very diſagrecable to 


the poor Catan who fill loved her moſt paſſi- 
onately, and had a ſo come fo far on puppoſe to 
ſee her ; all his Hopes therefore reſted alone in 
this ſeal'd-up Paper ; which by her ſhort Stay at 
the Grate, either promiſed to him the greateſt

HE bold and e Captain bannen
